Winnipeg Correspondence, 
(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Now that the winter is breaking up this 
city is assuming a livelier aspect. Depres- 
sion in everything has been very much felt 
by all classes and by all interests. Lmmi- 
gration is commencing again, howover, 
which causes more stir in general and gives 
new hope; itas found that a great many 
who now come into the country, and come 
of coarse by Winnipeg, do not remain here 
as of old, but push on to your western dis- 
trict, Calgary being the distributing point, 
We, who two years ago looked upon our 
residence here as the most westerly, and as 
though we had reached almost the confines 
of space, now consider Winnipeg the great 
eastern centre of the great North West, 
and look to Calgary as the great western 
centre, to Which immigration will push 
f rward and either remain or be distributed 
from there; to which the east, and west, 
and north, and south will be tributary for 
almost every purpose, especially in trade ; 
and from which ere long lines cf railways 
will diverge in different directions, making 
Calgary a nucleus of railroads and trade 
such as Winnipeg has uow become in this 
eastern district 
In social life here a few events of social 
interest have transpired of Jate. The Sel- 
kirk Club, which was almost strictly a Con- 
servative club, has saspendeded. The 
alli? set up a teehnical claim on bahalf of 
ord, The claim appears to have 
istained and the place is closed, 
Although not a member of the club, 1 un- 
derstand that one of the chief reasons for 
allowing it to suspend was that the better 
“members, Who were the financial strength 
of it, thought this would be an easy way 
to get vid of a lot of parasites who infested 
the place, whose bills never got paid, and 


whose icmbership was no strength, either 
socially or politically to the club. It was 
expected that anew club would be formed 
out of the wreck of the Selkirk. A new 
movement, however, in club life has ren- 
dered this improbable. A new social club, 
called the Provincial Club has been 
started. Jt is strictly non-political, has 
quarters on Thistle street, where the Sel- 

kirk was two years ago; has already a 

membership of 300, embracing a very large 

aumber of the leading men and of the most 

premising young men of the city and 

Province ; is on the proprietory plan, that 

is, fees small and the club to be sustamed 

by its own patronage ; and not the least 

important feature is the management of 

John Gurn—the indefatigable John—who 

at the time was steward of the Manitoba 

Club, and later was propricto: of the Beile- 

yue Hotel. 

Among the social events of tne week 
was a banquet to Mr. Sweney, the retiring 
manager of the Bank of Montreal.

day, which is likely to be improved by his 
becoming a benedict, and that he is to re- 
eune bank management at Halifax, N. 8. 
Mr. Hogg, late of Guelph, Ont., succeeds 
lim. die bemgs a good reputation as a 
manager. He will find that Winnipeg, 
with its rapidly growing enterprises, will 
be very different from a town in western 
ntariv. Mr. Hogg is a Baptist, and|

ln political life there is considerable 
fever all the time. The death of the late 
lamented A. M, Sutherland, Provincial 
Secretary, has left a vacancy in Kildonan 
constituency. A new election took place

douan, ex-Clerk of the Executive Council, 
contested the constituancy with a Mr, 
Thompson, a merchant of St. Paul's parish, 
and was elected by a large majority. “Me- 
Beth is very popular, is a good fellow, with 
good abilitics and of good promise, is a 
Governiuent supporter, and a valuable ac- 
quisition to to the House, He took most 
of the city vote, Mr. Thompson, on the 
other hand, keeps a country store. Couii- 
try stores give credit, times have been hard, 
ete., ete. This is not supposed to influence 
votes, yut some of his opponents say this, 
ifanything, will elect him, 

In the ministry here there are rumblings, 
80 itis said. The Attorney-General is a 
ttraight Conservative ; Mr. Norquay, the 
Premier, poses as a straight advocate of 
Provincial Rights, and is said not to be in 
harmony with the Conservative party, 
either in this Province m at Ottawa. Mr. 
Norquay has adopted several planks of the 
Farmers’ Union platform. or they have 
stolen his. He has gone too far in har- 
mony with the Farmer’ Union to suit many 
Conservatives, and he has not gone far 
enough te suit the farmers themselves 
He is between Scylla and Charybdis, His 
following in the House is solid, however, 
and if he were to go before the country, he 
would be sustained as the seats are now 
distributed, some river constituencies being 
mere pocket boroughs and French ones, 
too. ‘The western part of this Province has 
aright to better representation, and in 
common fairness should get it. A new 
Provincial Secretary willhave to be ap- 
pointed, Of course this will not be done 
until the session is over. Itisa tempting 
bait to dangle over the noses of his chief 
followers, who toe the mark in the mean 
time like little men; whereas, if this port- 
folio were given to anyone just now, the 
others might become unruly befere the ses- 
sion is over, By next session the disap- 
pointend ones will haye their wounds 
healert and will be looking for new  treas- 
ures, Semper sic.

Incidents in the Ohio Flood. 


Taken completely by surprise, the 
people of Uniontown, ashort distar 'C° 
above Shawneetown, Ill, wa © 
thrown into the wildest comsterna- 
tion. Within tweaty minutes after 
the waves began to crash against the 
sides of buildings the structures —be- 
gan to tall. People fled trom one to 
another, taking refuge in the tops cf 
houses and in the branches of trees. 
At one time as many as seven wen 
were rescued from a single locust 
tree. They were originally quar- 
tered in a two-story brick building 
near the water's edge, but when it 
began to shake and tremble they 
clambered out of the building and 
took refuge in the tres The tree 
swayed from side to side in the wind, 
otter sinking with its burden into 
the water. Seven voices appealed 
loudly for help, and a fleet of skiffs 
moored at the second-story windows 
of houses in the back street near the 
hill pushed out to their relief. When 
the first one of these reached the 
spot one of the men was praying 
aloud. The excitement kindled by 
this episode spread rapidly from street 
to street, and it is said that ut ome 
time more than a third of the people 
were praying for deliverance. 

Crash followed crash, and one 
strong building after another con- 
tributed to the scene of the ruin, un- 
til the people lost faith in every- 
thing except the hill. Every house 
that-fell seemed to be the refuge of 
one or more families, and yet it is 
believed that no lives were lost. 
Their escape is attributed to a great 
number of boats distributed about the 
town, and the bravery of a large 
party of oarsmen, who hurried from 
house to house, taking care of all 
who seemed to be in danger, while it 
was exposed to the -lestructive force 
of wind and water. The town 1s 
situated at the foot of a high hill, m 
the direction of which the waters 
grow shallow, while the wind aided 
in the rescue by driving the boats 
shoreward. At one time nearly 500 
people—men, women and children— 
stood on the hill back of the town in 
the rain. After the storm subsided, 
they were removed in boats to houses 
in the more protected quarter ef the 
slope. Here in some places the 
water was only two or three feet 
deep and the houses, protected by 
those nearer, had escaped damage.
